LIANE DE PONGY DRINKS LAUDANUM. 


Paris Woman of Continental Fame 
and a Frequenter of Monte Carle 
Attempts to Commit Suicide.

London, June 8.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.]—Liane de Pongy, pseudo-actress of 
Les Folies Bergéres and known in Paris and 
Monte Carlo, has made an almost successful 
attempt to commit suicide with laudanun. 
The police say she took the poison because 
of terror in consequence of the threats of a 
gang of blackmailers. 

The police say she received an anonymous 
letter threatening her with violence if she 
failed to send 3,000 francs ($600) to the post- 
office in Rue de Lauvre on Monday. The 
sum demanded by the blackmailers was not 
enough to cause her any serious embarrass- 
ment, but she had been receiving anonymous 
communications for several weeks threat- 
ening her with vitriol, poniard, dynamite, 
and poison. 

She thought,” explains the Temps, that 
she was doomed; that she lived in a sort of 
mysterious Venice in which assassins ‘were 
lurking at every turn. She became fright- 
ened, lost her head, and, in order not to be 
murdered, tried to kill herself.“ 

“Liane de Pongy’s father,“ says the Fig- 
aro, was a gallant Major of Marine Artil- 
lery who lived at Lorient and who thought 
his duty in life was accomplished when he 
married his only daughter to a distinguished 
young’ naval officer, M. Pourpe. Unfort- 
unately the union ended with a scene, a pis- 
tol-shot, and a scandalous divorce suit. M. 
Pourpe finally died of consumption.” 

Liane had a tempestuous career for years, 
but lately has lived in splendid luxury. Ace- 
cording to American taste she is not at all 
pretty now, being thin to emaciation, with 
sharp, even gaunt, features. Like her 
equally famous Parisian predecessor known 
as Skittles,” and the equally notable wid- 
owed Marchioness of Ailsbury here, who 
married into the peerage from a music hall, 
her face and expression are those of almost 
infantile innocence.

As such we 
stood by the side of the King of Prussia a 
quarter of a century ago and will do so 
whenever Germany will be in peril. Ger- 
mans everywhere should recognize this fact, 
and not forget the historic dynasties of the 
4 Hamburg says the British 
naval architects who arrived there today 
were received with high honors as the 
guests of the Emperor.

stone is raised and inscribed, after thirty 
years of waiting; by one of themselves. 

“ AN EXILED ABOLITIONIST.” - 
Mr. Lowther Talks. 

Mr. Lowther is an old resident of this city, 
and those who know him best know how 
deeply he feels on the subject which has 
found expression in his gift. As the inecrip- 
tion on the monument states, he, himself, 
is one of the “ exiles.” 

“TIT had that monument in conterfiplation 
for a long time past.“ Mr. Lowther said yes- 
térday. “From my own experience I know 
how deeply those men had suffered, and men 
courageous enough to maintain their opin- 
ions when it meant a sacrifice not only of 
property but also of life I consider deserv- 
ing of some consideration from their fellow- 
countrymen. It seemed especially so when 
a monument was raised in this cemetery to 
those who had persecuted these men for their 
gevotion to the Union. A great towering 
shaft did honor to the former, while nothing 
commemorated the truly heroic patriotism 
of the latter. 

This seemed wrong to me, and I spoke 
to several of the Grand Army people about 
it. They agreed as to the propriety of my 
suggestion, but nothing ever came of it, 
until at last I made up my mind that if any- 
thing was done in the matter I would have to 
do it.

F. C. HUBER CHARGED WITH THEFT. 


Warrant for His Arrest Is Sworn Out 
by His Employer, George Gerdes 
of Cincinnati. 


A warrant for the arrest of Frank C. 
Huber wae issued yesterday by Justice Prin- 
diville on a complaint made by George 
Gerdes of Cincinnati. For several years 
Huber has been the Western agent of G. & 
B. Gerdes, wholesale liquor dealers of Cin- 
cinnati, and has had his office at No. 317 
Dearborn street. 

Returns from the sales made by Huber 
were so slow that the firm became sus- 
picious, and the senior partner came here 
last week to investigate.

ow they had buried their plunder on Cocos 
Island, and gave Armstrong a drawing of 
the island by which he said the treasure 
could be found easily. 

Armstrong’s father soon died, leaving to 
his son the map of Cocos Island and in- 
structions for seeking the treasure. Sev- 
eral small expeditions organized by Arm- 
strong failed to locate the gold. Two years 
ago he interested the New York and Boston 
men, whom, he says, he is now preparing to 
sue, and they backed an expedition ot 
twelve men. Two of the twelve men died 
or were murdered. Armstrong and the other 
survivors returned. 

While he was sick in San Francisco, Arm- 
strong says, an agent of the Eastern syn- 
dicate stole from him the map which located 
the pirate treasure. Then the Eastern men 
fiited out an expedition, went to Cocos, and 
found the treasure, which was worth more 
than $20,000,000. Neither Armstrong nor 
his lawyer will give the names of the persons 
they intend to sue, but say one of them is a 
prominent merchant in Pearl street, this 


city.

William Cogswell and His Son Are Ar- 
rested Charged with Stealing

William H. Cogswell, inventor of the stand- 
pipe used by the fire departments of large 
cities, was arrested yesterday charged with 
robbing the man who during recent years has 
befriended him. His son, William Cogswell 
Jr., was also arrested. 

Although an expert mechanic, the elder 
Cogswell has in later years been indolent 
and without money. Early last fall he ap- 
plied at McMahon Bros.’ livery, Nos. 46 
and 48 Custom House place, for lodging. 
He was taken in and since then has made it 
his home 

Last Friday, it is alleged, and the police 
say Cogswell admits the crime, he broke into 
the safe in the livery stable and took $197. 
He then fled to his home in Ottawa, where 
he was arrested yesterday. 

Cogswell has had a varied career. He is 
well-known in Chicago. At one time he was 
connected with the city Fire Department 
as an engineer. 

His inventive genius supplied many ap- 
pliances for the apparatus of the depart- 
ment. The standpipe, although patented by 
another, is said to have been designed by 
Cogswell. He built the model for the first 
standpipe in Chicago, 

The quarters of Engine Company No. 42, 
then located on the Northwest Side of the 
city, was robbed one night. Several hun- 
dred dollars were taken, the proceeds being 
the monthly pay of all the men connected 
with that company. Cogswell, it is said, 
narrowly escaped arrest. He denied it him- 
self, but the alibi he set up was disproved. 
Eight years ago he was convicted of horse- 
stealing and was sentenced to ane year in 
the penitentiary. 

His first wife died many years ago and he 
married again about five years since into 
& respectable family at Ottawa. 

Last week James McMahon lost the keys 
to his safe, and on Thursday evening his 
brother found that his own keys were miss- 
ing. Cogswell was asked to make a key, and 
he worked on it all Thursday evening and 
said he would complete it the following day. 

Cogswell’s son slept with him that night, 
but on the following morning both were 
gone, and so was the money in the safe.

The Pinkerton Detective agency decided 
yesterday to come to the afl of the police in 
their search for the robbers, Several of the 
Pinkerton men who have been detailed to 
work on the case called at Klein’s store yes- 
terday, and, after trying unsuccessfully to 
secure the identification of photographs of 
several criminals, they departed. everal 
thieves are locked up at the Maxwell Street 
Station and will be called upon to give an 
account of their whereabouts on Saturday 
night. None of them closely answers the 
description of the Klein robbers, and they 
were arrested more to warn them against 
participating in the present carnival of 
crime than anything else. 


QUEER PHASE OF THE ROBBERIES. 


No Policenian Using Nearby Patrol 
Boxes Has Seen the Robbers. 

One of the most peculiar phases of the 
series of robberies and murders having 
spoliation as a motive which have occurred 
on the West Side recently is the fact that 
there is a police patrol box in the immediate 
neighborhood of every store where an attack 
has been made and yet no policeman using 
the box for purposes of communication with 
his station has ever caught a glimpse of 
one of the thieves or murderers. 

This is not for want of an accurate descrip- 
tion of the two men who are believed to 
have been guilty of the Marshall murder and 
the Klein robbery. They have been clearly 
described by a number of reliable witnesses. 

One .was large and one small; both smooth 
facéd, and the smaller of the two with a 
rough, pimply skin on the sides of his face 
and chin. The description of the two men 
is in the hands of every member of the Police 
Department. 1 

All regular patrolmen report to the station 


‘from the patrol boxes at least once each 


hour. It may be that a patrol box in a re- 
mote quarter of a precinct is used by but 
one patrolman, but it occurs more frequently 
that several patrol beats converge at a cer- 
tain intersection, and that from one to four 
patrolmen make hourly reports from the box 
at that intersection. 
Pussle to the Police. 

One puzzle to the police is the fact that the 
robbers have seemingly selected, certainly 
not tried to avoid, patrol boxes when ar- 
ranging for their raids. An official at the 


Maxwell Street Police Station said yester- 


“There were three patrolmen 8 
every hour from the box at Fourteenth an 
Halsted streets Saturday night. One re- 
ported on the even hour, one on the first 
quarter, and the other in the last quarter of 
the hour. They would naturally approach 
the box from different directions, 
d it is easy to appreciate the fact 
that planning would be necessary in order 
to avoid contact with any of those three 
men. It is moderately certain that the men 
who report hourly at a certain box are not 
likely to be in the vicinity of that box until 
the time for reporting is at hand. This 
fact would not imply laxity of discipline, 
I am inclined to believe that the robbers 
have calculated upon the fact that certain 
patrolmen traveling a certain territory will 
report from certain boxes at certain hours 
and that it would be safer to carry out 
their plans of robbing at a time when those 
officers would be furthest from that par- 
ticular box. To me it is nothing short of 
marvelous that they have not encountered 
policemen in plain clothes, for such officers 
are as likely to be in one place as another 
at * hour ot the day or night.“

Gen. Bradley Johnson appeared as Daw- 
ley's counsel. 
Bryson, the New York Herald corre-

When I opened my 
office here Mr. Campbell of Effingham, III., 
one of the officers of the Illinois Division of 
the National League of Republican Clubs, 
was in the city.

“This some one’ in all probability re- 
peated this story to some one else, adding a 
little to it, and thus it went on until it ap- 
peared in print on Sunday in such a shape 
as to create the impression that Mr. Camp- 
bell had made up the list without even con- 
sulting Mr. Fifer and Mr. Tanner. That is 
all nonsense. There is not the slightest 
ground for lack of harmony between the 
Illinois organization and myself, The list 
as submitted to me was prepared by Mr. 
Fifer and indorsed by Mr. Tanner. Theonly 
thing the matter with it is that Mr. Fifer 
wants to see all his friends provided for. 
Of course I am going to be just as liberal to 
Illinois as I possibly can, and I have asked 
Mr. Fifer to come and see me so we can 
check up his list. He will be here tomorrow 
night and the list of Illinois appointments 
will soon be made up, and in a way that will 
be entirely satisfactory to the [Illinois or- 
ganization.” 


GAVEL IS RECEIVED AT ST. LOUIS, 


Carved by an Illinois Man from a Log 
from Lincoln’s Home. - 

St. Louis, Mo., June 8.—The gavel which 
will be used by the Permanent Chairman of 
the Republican National convention was 
received at the headquarters of the local 
committee today. It will be presented to 
the Chairman by Senator Berry, one of the 
Illinois delegates. The gavel is an excellent 
piece of wood carving, done by W. H. Bar- 
tels of Carthage, III., who is reported one of 
the most artistic carvers in the country.

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WANTS A DIRECT ISSUE. 


PRESIDENT CLEVELAND AND CABI- 
NET MAY SUPPORT M’KINLEY. 


Is Quoted as Opposed to a Straddle 
Either at St. Louis or Chicago— 
Thinks the Interests of His Country 
and His Party Can Best Be Sub- 
served by Voting for That Candi- 
date Who Represents the Present 
Monetary Standard, 

New York, June 8.—[{Special.}—A Washing- 
ton dispatch in the Herald says: 

Rather than support a free silver Demo- 
cratic candidate on a free silver platform 
President Cleveland and some of the mem- 
bers of the Cabinet will vote for McKinley. 
The matter has resolved itself into a ques- 
tion of whether the administration officials 
should support a free silver candidate, 
whether théy should remain neutral and 
stay away from the polls, or whether they 
should vote the Republican ticket. 

“A member of the Cabinet, to whom the 
President has talked freely on the subject, 
said the President believed the money ques- 
tion was of more importance than all other 
political issues at this time, and it was abso- 
lutely essential that the cause of sound 
money should triumph by an overwhelming 
majority at the November election. He said 
the President thought this result could best 
be attained by uniting the sound money men's 
support in favor of the Republican ticket in 
the event of the adoption of a satisfactory 
sound money plank at St. Louis. 

“Mr. Cleyeland does not want a straddle 
plank adopted at either St, Louis or Chicago. 
He wants the issue to be sharply defined, 
and for this reason he 1s opposed to placing 
any obstacles in the way of the silver men 
if it should be found that they have a clear 
majority at the Chicago convention. He 
wants them to go ahead and declare for the 
free and unlimited coinage of 50-cent dollars 
and any other Populistic schemes they may 
desire to put into the platform. Notwith- 
standing his radical differenge of opinion on 
tariff questions with Mr. cKinley, the 
President believes it is the first duty of all 
Democrats who are opposed to 50-cent dol- 
lars to support the ticket that stands for the 
maintenance of the national credit and the 
present standard of value. He believes 
that the tariff question and all other ques- 
tions ought to be relegated to the back- 
ground until the overshadowing money is- 
sue is settled and the country has adopted 
a sound financial system, without which he 
does not believe it can ever have prosperity. 

He has no sympathy with the men who 
are trying to bring about a compromise or 
with those who favor a bolt, for he believes 
the proper thing to do is to draw the issue 
clearly between two tickets, and that if this 
is done the advocates of free silver will be so 
badly defeated the craze will rapidly die 
out. 

According to the member of the Cabinet 
referred to the President believes this will 
be the best course, not only for the country 
at large, but in the end for the Democratic 
party as well. He believes within the next 
four years the party will pull itself together 
again, free from the financial heresy, and 
will enter the contest with the Republican 
party as the defender of popular rights and 
the foe of tariff monopoly. 

“This support of the Republican ticket by 
the administration will be based, of course, 
upon an unequivocal declaration in favor of 
the gold standard by the St. Louis conven- 
tion. ,

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DICTATES A DEATH PUEM.

DYING MAN INVITES HIS FRIENDS BY 
VERSE TO HIS FUNERAL. 


John Pepper, No. 3228 Ashiand Ave- 
nue, Composes the Lines and Die- 
tates Them to His Sister Just Be- 
fore He Passes Away—Never Known 
to Have Had Any Inclination for the 
Muses Before—His Parents and Sis- 
ter Awed by the Occurrence. 

A few lines of verse came to THE TRIBUN> 
office on Saturday night with a death notice. 
They were sufficient in themselves to at- 
tract more than a passing notice, for they 
were evidently written by one who then felt 
the icy touch of death, and asked pathetically 
that his friends come to his grave after he 
had passed away, but the circumstances un- 
der which they were written impart to them 
an unusually pathetic interest. 

They were written by John Pepper, 24 
years of age, who died at 9 o'clock Saturday 
evening at the residence of his father, Pat- 
rick Pepper, No. 3228 Ashland avenue. He 
Was a boxmaker by trade, and had been ill 
for several months. A week before his death 
he had returned from the country, where he 
had been for two months in a vain quest for 
health. He was able to be around the house, 
but a day or so after his return he caught 
cold which rapidly developed into pneumonia, 
and it became evident death was a matter 
of only a few days, or even hours. Friday he 
grew worse and his family. feared he would 
not last the day out. He did, however, but 
Saturday found him pitifully weak, and 
three times during the morning he was 
thought to be dying. 

At noon, however, he appeared to revive 
somewhat, and beckoning to his sister, who 
had been an almost constant watcher at his 
bedside, he asked in a weak volce if she 
would write down for him some words he 
had in his mind. His sister was surprised at 
the request, but promised to do what he 
wished. Then without any hesitation, save 
that which weakness imposed upon him, he 
dictated the following lines: 

WII you come to my grave 

When my spirit is fled, 

And beneath the cold sod 
I am laid with the dead, 

And the heart that once loved you 
Ig turning to clay, 

As in Calvary's cold ground 
Iam passing away? 

“TI wish, Maney,” he said to his surprised 
sister, you would have these lines published 
with my death notice. I do so wish to have 
my friends come to my grave after I am 
gone.” After a moment’s pause he again 
repeated his request for fear his sister might 
have misunderstood him. Then he lapsed 
again into a conditiomof half consciousness, 
which continued until he passed away at 9 
o’clock in the evening. 

The surprising thing about the affair is 
that he was never known before to attempt 
to write or compose a verse. He had re- 
ceived only a partial common school educa- 
tion, and never had shown any inclination 
to read poetry. His parents were greatly 
surprised when his sister read the lines to 
them, and their grief was mingled with an 
awesome belief some power had inspired 
the son to utter the words of the verse. 


NORTHWESTERN LAW ALUMNI FEAST, 


Justice Brown the Guest of Honor and 
Addresses the Gathering. 

Mr. Justice Brown of the Unitel States 
Supreme Court was the guest of the alumni 
of the Northwestern University Law School 
at their eighth annual banquet at Kinsley’s 
last night. The latest additions to the ranks 
of the alumni, the graduates of the class 
of "06 and the older graduates, likewise en- 
tertained Dr. Hirsch and Thomas A. Moran 
and later listened to their opinions of law 
and law schools. After the meal had been 
discussed with the thoroughness of a law- 
suit the toastmaster, Frank J. Loesch, in- 
troduced the speakers, who were as fol- 
lows: 

“The Aim of the Law School,” Edwin 
Burritt Smith. * 

The Law and Public Opinion,” Dr. Emil 
G. Hirsch. 

“The Relation of the Bar to the Court,” 
Justice Brown. 

“The Relation of the Study to the Prac- 
tice of the Law,” Thomas A. Moran. 

For the Alumni,” Frank O. Lowden. 

Justice Brown said: The relation of the 
bar to the lawyer may be told in four words 
—courtesy, dignity, patience, and firmness. 
Lawyers should be respectful, cheerfully 
acquiesce in the rulings of the court, and 
firm in insisting on the rights of their cli- 
ents. Courtesy is the most important of 
all and the dignity of a Judge needs not the 
wig and gown, but should impress itself on 
the lawyers. Patience is all right, but 
there is an end to it and firmness is better 
than a great knowledge of the law. 

The legal profession is constantly ad- 
vancing and in the right direction, towards 
civil and not towards common law. When 
the composers of the common law of En- 
gland were sticking pigs in the forests of 
England there was a mighty nation on the 
banks of the Mediterranean with a well es- 
tablished system of civil law and we should 
not overlook their work in making the laws 
of this country.“ 

Mr. Moran in his remarks dwelt upon the 
necessity of a practical system of teach- 
ing the law in the law schools. 


TRAVELING MAN SHOOTS A WAITER. 


Giertsen of Chicago Ends a De- 
bauch with Attempted Murder, 

Rock Island, III., June 8.—[{Special.)—W. 
Giertsen, a traveling representative for I. A. 
Fay & Egan company, manufacturers and 
machinery merchants at Nos. 22, 24, and 26 
South Canal street, Chicago, ended a day’s 
debauch tonight by shooting John Lane, an 
attendant at Luther Harm’s summer gar- 
den and restaurant here. 

Giertsen had been drinking heavily,during 
the day, and tonight entered Harm’s place 
and became so boisterous and abusive that 
he was ejected from the premises. Return- 
ing immediately, he shot Lane in the back 
of the head. 

Giertsen then ran screaming through an 
alley, throwing his revolver and hat away 
as he fied, and rushing into the saloon of 
O’Conner & Brough he went into the rear, 
and pulling out a pocket-knife made an at- 
tempt to thrust the blade into his throat, 
but was seized by one of the proprietors and 
the weapon was taken from him. He was 
then turned over to the police.

since 1850, yet there is evidence that this 
statute is not regarded, though the instances 
are not frequent and in some cases are ex- 
aggerated. f 

“On the great lakes the seamen and the 
masters are as free to make an agreement 
as the employer and the employé in any 
other calling. This system appears to work 
well there, for the sailors are more self-re- 
specting. and in every way beter men and 
better citizens than those who sail the ocean. 
Part of this is owing to the difference in 
the system and more liberal laws whith 
induce a better class to become sailors in our 
merchant marine. Some of the features of 
the bill are as follows: 

„A master of a vessel must fill vacancies 
caused by desertion or casualty if he can 
get proper men. This is to prevent vessels 
from going to sea with insufficient crews. 
Vessels trading with British North Amer- 
ica or the West India Islands must take 
out the same agreement with seamen as 
is now required in the coasting trade. In 
cases of shipwreck, where the sallor is 
left in a foreign land, the government should 
bring him home. A majority of the crew 
alone may make a demand for a survey of 
the seaworthiness of the vessel before leay- 
ing port. While the present law requires 
a vessel needing repairs to return to the port 
whence she-first. sailed to be refitted, a new 
section provides for a return to the most 
convenient place. When an American ves- 
sel is sold abroad it shall be tue duty of the 
owner or master to provide for the return 
of the crew to the United States or to sé- 
cure employment for them. Imprisonment 
for violation of the civil contract is abol- 
ished, this having been done in relation to 
the coastwise trade in 1805. There can be 
no allotment of a seaman’s wages except 
to a dependent relative.” 1

DUNLAP SCORES NEW YORK ARTISTS. 


Gives Reasons for the Attack Upon 
Carl Rohl-Smith. 
Washington, D. C., June 8.—{Special.}—It 
is likely that the Sherman statue award will 
come up in the Senate. before the close of 
the present session of Congress, and, in fact, 
Senator Wolcott tried to get it up today by 
presenting a resolution of protest from the 
Washingtan Society of Artists and Sculpt-. 
ors. Objection, however, was made to the 
present. consideration of the resolution, and 
it went over until tomorrow, when it will 
probably be ‘discussed in all its bearings 
by members of the Library and Military 
committees, both of which were instrumen- 
tal in urging the $80,000 appropriation by the 
government for the erection of this statue 
at the national capital. An interesting con- 
tribution to the pending controversy is fur- 
hished by John R. Dunlap, editor of the En- 
gineering Magazine of New York, and a 
warm admirer of Mr. Rohl-Smith as an art- 
ist. In discussing the subject of the award 
Mr, Dunlap said: 
— 1 have determined to disclose the real 
animus of the New York sculptors who are 
defaming Carl Rohi-Smith and trying to 
deprive him ofa victory fairly won. If our 
public works of art are ever to be raised 
above the discreditable standards of the 


past it can only come through the influence 


of competent art critics. Assuredly the 


Monument committee gave unmistakable. 


‘assent to it by formally inviting the advice 


of the New York parties and then informally 


obtaining additional expert advice when 
startled by the New York judgment. Pres- 
ident Burnham of the American Institute of

_ ORDINANCE SUSTAINED,

Interested Spectators of the Fight 
Cheer the Result—South Chicago

Oratory was the chief feature of the ses- 
sion. The proceedings were made lively 


with sarcasm and personalities. 

Mayor Swift furnished cause for a hot 
fight by vetoing the liquor license ordinance 
passed last week,in favor of the Ferris 
Wheel company. This matter has been the 
subject of brisk agitation for a month or 
more. So the Council chamber was well 
filled with spectators interested on one side 


or the other. 

Ald. Harlan led the fight on behalf of the 
company. It was his first great effort. The 
occasion put him forward, also, as the chief 
figure of the new element. He crossed 
swords with Ald. Madden, and thus raised a 
controversy that was sharp and flery. But 
the battle went against him. The Mayor's 
act was sustained by a vote of 41 to 22. 

Veto Message. 


Here is the Mayor’s communication: 

„ Herewith I return without my approval 
an ordinance passed by your honorable body 
at its last meeting in respect to saloon 
licenses changing the local option district 
bounded by North Clark street, Lake View 
avenue, Diversey avenue, and Fullerton ave- 
nue by excepting therefrom certain premises 
described in the ordinance. 

„The original ordinance creating this local 
option district was passed March 8, 1895. It 
is proposed now to take certain territory out 
of that local option district by this amenda- 
tory ordinance. I understand that the effect 
of this amendment will be to allow the sell- 
ing of liquor by the Ferris Wheel company, 
and that this is the special purpose of the 
amendment. 

Whether the Ferris Wheel company shall 
or shall not be allowed to sell liquor upon 
its premises seems to me relatively insig- 
nificant in comparison with the broad ques- 
tion of principle which I think is involved 
in the matter in respect to local option 
districts generally, and this is the view 
which I have taken from the beginning about 
the selling of Uquor by the Ferris Wheel 
company. I bélieve in the ¢reation and 
maintenance of local option districts where- 
by the people of any particular locality shall 
be allowed to determine for themselves 
whether or not a saloon shall be established 
in their neighberhood. This is the principle 
underlying the establishment of local option 
districts. 

Such a district having been N by 
the original ordinance of March 8, 1895, the 
amendment. now disconnects certain terri- 
tory whether the people in that vicinity 
want it or not. I regard this as distinctly a 
backward step and upon this ground dis- 
approve the amendatory ordinance,” 

Fight on the Message. 
Ad. Harlan made a charter motion to re- 
consider the motion by which the ordinance 
was passed. This prevailed, and he then 
moved to pass the ordinance, the Mayor's 
veto to the contrary notwithstanding. Then 
the struggle was on. 

Mr. Harlan said he wag in entire accord 
with the principle laid down in the Mayor's 


veto. He should like it understood that he 


was in favor of local option districts, in 
which the residents did not approve of sa- 
loons, but this particular prohibition dis- 
trict was not created in deference to the 
usual sentiment that created prohibition 
territories. The center line of the streets 
was not the natural boundary, anyway, of 
a prohibition district. On the opposite side 
of the street five saloons are located. 

He asked where was the petition of the 
property-owners asking that this prohibi- 
tion district be created. The delegation that 
had called upon him was not opposed to the 
sale of beer, but was opposed to the Ferris 
Wheel. It did not become the City of Chi- 
cago, considering the condition of its treas- 
ury, to decry saloonkeeping as a disreputable 
occupation. It was no more wrong to sell 
beer on the east side of Clark street than on 
the west side. In all justice and fairness 
the veto message should not be sustained. 

Ald. Judah said he would like to ask Ald. 
Harlan if the wheel would not go round if 
there was no beer sold there. 


Work of the Opposition. 

Ald. Madden, who opposed the ordinance, 
said there were numbers of local option 
districts within the city; if the present ordi- 
hance should become a law there was no 
doubt that the Council might undertake at 
any meeting to eradicate from the city 
other local option districts. The territory

purchase for school purposes at a sum not 
to exceed $60,000 the property located at 
the corner of Sixty-first and Sangamon 
streets. The report was adopted, as was also 
the report of the same committee authoriz- 
ing the Board of Education to erect 
the following school buildings: A twelve- 
room building on the school site, Langley 
avenue and Ninety-first place, at a cost not 
to exceed $50,000: a sixteen-room building 
on the school site, Forty-third street and 
Blanchard avenue, at a cost not to exceed 
$60,000; a six-reom addition, with assembly 
hall, to the Alcott School Bufiding, at a cost 
not to exceed $32,000; a four-room addition 
to the Tilden School Building, at a cost not 
to exceed $25,000. 


St. Charles Air Line. 


John Dunn, Secretary of the St. Charles 
Air Line railroad, sent to the Council an ordi- 
nance for the élevation of the tracks of that 
line. It provides for elevation from the 
Illinois Central railroad to St. Charles Air 
Line railroad drawbridge across the South 
Branch of the Chicago River. From the 
Illinois Central to the west side of Wa- 
bash avenue the tracks shall be elevated to 
twenty-nine feet above city datum; thence 
the elevation is to descend to the Chicago 
River. The matter went to the Committee 
on Track Elevation. 

When the ordinance granting permission 
to the South Chicago City railway company 
to build a loop on Sixty-fourth street, Madi- 
son avenue, and back to Stony IsSI- 
and avenue eame up for passage Ald. 
O'Neill offered three amendments and 
they were all voted down. Obe was 
to make the company stand the expense for 
widening , Sixty-fourth street and Madison 
avenue.

The Council Committee on Judiciary yes- 
terday considered Ald, Maltby’s dog muz- 
gling ordinance, which provides that all 
dogs running on the streets shall wear muz- 
zles the year around or be killed by the po- 
lice. M. B. Herely, who instigated the 
meagure, was present in its behalf, and W. 
J. Bryson and other members of the Mas- 
coutah Kennel club appeared for the dogs. 
Ald. Jackson moved the ordinance be rec- 
ommended to the Council to be placed on 
lle, and thus made way for a long and 
heated discussion of the merits of the case.

DEATH OF JULES SIMON. 


DISTINGUISHED FRENCH STATESMAN 
. AND LITTERATEUR EXPIRES, 


Had Been a Notable Figure in the Po- 
litical and Intellectual Life of 
France for Over Half a Century— 
Frank Mayo, the Actor, Dies on a 
Train of Heart Disease—Capt. John 
G. Bourke Passes Away at Phila- 
delphia. 

Paris, June 8.—Jules Simon, the distin- 
guished French statesman, formerly Pre- 
mier, who has been dangerously ill for some 
time past, died at 11:40 this morning aged 


83 years. 


Jules Simon, as he was called—or, to speak 
correctly, Jules Francois Simon Suisse—had 
been a notable figure in French political and 
literary life for over half a century. He 
was born in Lorient (Morbihan) Dec. 81, 
1814. Iie received his education in his native 
town and at a college of Vannes, after which 


he entered as assistant teacher the Lycée 


at Rennes. He remained at the Normal 
School for some time and was received as 
Fellow of Philosophy in 1835. He was called 
by Victor Cousin to Paris, and in 18389 suc- 


ceeded him in the philosophy course, where 


he became a prominent university man. He 
at one time edited the political department 


of Liberté de Penser. 


Throughout his legislative career he was 


actively interested in politics, and after the 


revolution of 1848 was elected to the Constit- 
uent Assembly as a Moderate Republican. 
This was in March, 1849. He soon became 
He ranked high as 
an orator, and in the discussions on the 
treaties of commerce he proved himself to 
be an able political economist. He was al- 
ways an earnest advocate of free trade, 


gaining a high reputation for his discussion 


of the tredties between France and England. 

His opposition to Louis Napoleon caused 
his exile from public life for a time, and from 
1851 to 1863 he devoted his timé to literature 


and political economy. In 1863 he was elect- 


ed to the Corps Legislatif, and on the out- 
break of the Franco-German war opposed, 


in vain, the policy of the Ollivier Cabinet. 


After the surrender of Sedan he became 
Minister of Public Instruction and Fine 
Arts, In 1875 he was chosen Senator for life. 

When the ministry of 1876 was formed the 
President sent for M. Simon, who became 
Premier, holding, with the Presidency of 
the Council, the portfollo of the Interior. 
He resigned because of a disagreement-with 
Marshal MacMahon, and while he after- 
wards took part in important debates in the 
Senate he was never afterwards active in 
politics. 

The remainder of his life was devoted to 
education, literature, and sociology. He 
was elected a member of the French Acad- 
emy in 1875, and the Academy elected him 
a member of the new Supreme Educational 
Council in 1880. He was a delegate to the 
labor conference in Berlin in 1800, and had 
an interview with the German Emperor 
which he afterwards published. He was 
chosen upon the death of M. Thiers to pro- 
nounce the funeral oration. 

Jules Simon was a graceful and vigorous 
writer and left a number of important con- 
tributions to history, philosophy, and polit- 
ical economy. He was an avowed free- 
thinker, but so tolerant and broad-minded 
that he was never obnoxious to the clergy. 
He was a consistent reformer and thorough- 
ly in touch with all progressive movements, 


FRANK MAYO EXPIRES ON A TRAIN. 


Well-Known Actor Is Attacked with 
Paralysis of the Heart. 
Omaha, Neb., June 8.—Frank Mayo, the 
celebrated actor, died very suddenly of 
paralysis of the heart while on board the 
Union Pacific fast mall going east near 
Grand Island. Mr. Mayo was on his way to 
Omaha with his company, where he was to 


open an engagement tomorrow. Dr. M. J. 


Gahan of Grahd Island was telegraphed to 
meet the train. When the fast mall pulled 
into Grand Island the physician boarded the 
train, but his services came too late, Mr. 
Mayo having expired a few moments before. 

The remains arrived here at 5 o'clock, 
where they were taken charge of by Roland 
Reed and a delegation from the lodge of 


Elks. 

Denver, Colo., June 8.—Frank Mayo, the 
actor, who died on the train near Grand

„% There is no one in the profession who will 
be more missed. He had a smile and a 
cheery word for every one he met. Frank 
was born in 1887. His first star engagement 
in Chicago was at McVicker’s in 1869. At 
that time we had our own stock company 
and he played the star parts, appearing at 
that time as Hamlet, Ingomar, and lago, 
For many years he also played ‘ The Streets 
of New York,’ which was a great favorite 
with everybody in the 608. 

“Tis first appearance on the stage was 
in the California Theater tn San Francisco. 
In the early 7os he took the part of Davy 
Crockett, in which character he made a 
great hit and with which he had been asso- 
clated ever since. In 1888 he brought out 
Nordeck, but in spite of his efforts the 
play was not a success. Two years before 
that he played ‘Macbeth’ for one season, 
and had a star cast with him. 

“Por the last two seasons he has been 
playing Pudd'nhead Wilson,’ appearing 
in that part the last time he was tn Chicago 
which was the two weeks ending Jan, 12 of 
this year.

CAPT. JOHN G. BOURKE Is DEAD. 


Was a Gallant Soldier and an Author 
of Some Prominence. 

Philadelphia, Pa., June 8.—Capt. John G. 
Bourke, Third Cavalry, U. 8. A., died today 
at the Polyclinic Hospital, this city, where 
he had been under treatment for about three 
weeks for a disease contracted while cam- 
paigning in Texas and the Far West. 

Capt. Bourke had a brilliant record as a 
gallant soldier.‘ He enlisted as a private in 
the Fifteenth Pennsylvania Cavalry in 1802. 
and took part in the campaign of the Army 
of the Cumberland under Rosecrans and 
Thomas. He was awarded a medal of honor 
for gallantry at Stone River. 

At the close of the war Capt. Bourke was 
appointed by President Lincoln a cadet-at- 
large to West Point, from which he gradu- 
ated im 1800. He saw much service in In- 
dian warfare, and was mentioned in gen- 
eral orders for gallantry in engagements 
with Indians. 

He was a member of scientific societies in 
France, England, and the United States, 
and wrote much upon anthropology and 
folk lore. One of his most valuable mono- 
graphs upon the medicine men of the 
Apaches was published by the Smithsonian 
Institution. His most popular books are 
On the Border with Crook,“ An Apache 
Campaign,” and The Snake Dance of the 
Mogquis.” At the meeting of the American 
Folk Lore Society held in this city in De- 
— last Capt. Bourke was chosen Pres- 

ent. 

Capt. Bourke was 53 years old. At the 
time of his death he was stationed at Fort 
Ethan Allen, Vermont. He leaves a widow 
and three daughters. His wife, whom he 
married at Omaha, was with him at the 
time of his death. The remains will be in- 
terred in the National Cemetery at Arling- 
ton, 


SCORES ALTGELD’S AUDITORIUM TALK. 


Robert L. McCabe Replies to the Gov- 
ernor at a Meeting of the 
Hamilton Club. 


Members of the Hamilton club declared 
unequivocally for sound money last night, 
and put themselves on record to that effect 
by the adoption of a resolution declaring it 
the duty of the National Republican con- 
vention to declare in favor of maintaining 
thé gold standard of value. Gov. Altgeld 
ca. im for a scoring for his Auditorium 
spe on silver. 

Thé@feature of the meeting of the club last 
even! was an address by Robert L. Mc- 
Cabe, Which was designed as a rejoinder to 
Gov. Altgeld. Mr. McCabe said false and 
dangero doctrines had been widely dis- 
geminated concerning money, and the wel- 
fare of the country demanded that the ques- 


tion be finally settled. He said: 


“The question now pressed upon the 
American people is not whether we shall 
use silver as circulating money, but whether 
we shall adopt an ideal silver standard whose 
value is only one-half the value of our pres- 
ent gold standard. The advocates of sound 
money stand for the maintenance of the 
single gold standard and the concurrent use 
of gold, silver. and paper as our media of 
exchange. We have imperative need of sil- 
ver as a medium of exchange, because of 
its convenience. But on the other hand the 
debased silver standard of value involves in- 
dividual dishonesty, personal suffering, 
financial ruin, and commercial havoc. 

No country in the world has been able 
to continue these two metals in concurrent 
circulation when the commercial ratio 
varied even K of 1 per cent from the ratio 
fixed by law. The cheaper money always 
drives the dearer from circulation. Not- 
withstanding the well-known operation of 
this law Gov. Altgeld in his Auditorium 
speech emphatically denied that our stock 
of 100-cent gold. would leave us as soon as 
— ag silver was restored upon the 16 to 1 

asia. 

Bad men drive good men from office 
If Joseph Fifer had not been driven from the 
Gubernatorial chair by John P. Altgeld the 
Anarchists would not have been pardoned 
to gratify a personal grudge against the dis- 
tinguished jurist who presided at the trial. 
If I mistake not the temper of the people of 
Illinois, they will never again give bad men 
or bad money the chance to drive out their 
betters. Altgeld and free silver must be 
kept out of circulation. 

Under the doublestandard we have never 
had the concurrent and constant use of both 
metals. Our megsure of value was some- 
times gold and sometimes silver, according to 
which was the cheaper, This sééseawi 
measures ‘tended to confuse: ercia 
tercourse and impair the obligation of con- 
tracts by legally changing the value of their 
consideration. : 

“If we should inaugurate this policy of 
free coinage our $600,000,000 of gold would 
quickly vanish to other countries. With no 
gold for purposes of redemption, the debt- 
paying and purchasing power of the remain- 
ing $1,600,000,000 of our currency would fall 
to the 50-cent silver basis. There would 
ensue a violent and instant contraction of 
our currency of over one-half. Credits 
would be shattered and all values wrecked. 
The paroxysms of commerce would be in- 
conceivable. The suffering and distress of 
the people could not be reckoned. It would 
be a hurricane of disaster, relentless in its 
course and unexampled in its fury. 

** Altgeld, the politician, demands that this 
shall be done; that all debts, interest, taxes, 
and other fixed charges shall be lowered to 
the 50-cent silver basis. But Altgeld, the 
millionaire landlord, compels his army of 
tenants to stipulate payment of rent upon 
the 100-cent gold basis. He would have us 
forget that for every debtor there is a cred- 
itor. Both have equal rights. Both should 
be protected in them, and netther party 
should be allowed under the sanction of the 
law to repudiate the terms of his contract. 
But preposterous as it is, the Governor de- 
mands that the debtors ofithis country shall 
have the choice of a cheap money to pay 
debts contracted in dearer money. 

Our financial, industrial, and commercial 
interests are dreadfully in earnest in their 
demands for relief. They are in no humor 
to tolerate straddles or listen to Delphian 
utterances. From all quarters of the Union 
information now comes that the Republican 
party will meet these pressing’ demands by 
declaring without equivocation for protec- 
tion to Ameritan industries and for a cur- 
rency whose debt-paying and purchasing 
power must correspond at all times with the 
value of the gold standard.“

CAN NOT AGREE ON AKERS 


SCHOOL PRINCIPALS THINK FAVOR- 
| ITISM IS SHOWN HIM. 


Supt. Lane and His Assistants Hold a 
Secret Meeting to Reconsider the 
Salary of the lowa Educator—Raws 
of the State Said o Have Been Ig- 
nored in His Appointment-—Com- 
mittee on Management Arouses Op- 
position Among the Teachers. 

_ Supt. Lane and his assistants held a secret 

meeting yesterday to reconsider the subject 

of the salary schedule. The meeting was 
called at the request of Mr. Brenan, who 
was displeased with the partial report the 

Superiptendents made to the School Man- 

agement committee on this subject last 

week. He wishes a more complete report 
prepared for the adjourned meeting of the 
committee, which is to be held tonight. 

The trouble is caused by the case of Prin- 
cipal J. W. Akers of the Walter Scott 
School, which involves the dignity and au- 
thority of the Superintendents. The school 
laws requiré the Board of Education to 
“examine” every teacher it employs, but 
the rules of the board provide that men of 
wide and favorable reputation as educators 
may be elected without examination, if 
they can secure the approval of the Super- 
intendent and two of his assistants. But 
Mr. Akers was elected a principal four 
months ago without either an examination 
or the approval of the Superintendents. The 
Superintendents naturally resented this 
action, and none the less because it was 
understood Mr. Akers aspired to become a 
Superintendent himself. Therefore, when 
they were required to arrange the salary 
list for the next school year, they were in 
no humor to give Mr. Akers any more sal- 
ary than he was entitled to. Mr. Brenan 
and others, on the other hand, are accused 
of wishing to pay him a salary $600 a year 
in advance of what he is entitled to under 
the rules and usages of the board as applied 
to other principals.

Br the death of Jules Simon France has 
lost one of its ablest and most useful public 
men. The mere record of the important 
positions he has held is of itself a testimonial 
of his ability and industry. In 1870 he was 
Minister of Public Instruction, Public Wor- 
ship, and the Fine Arts; in 1871, Minister of 
Public Instruction; in 1878, President of the 
Left; in 1875 elected Senator for life; in 
1876, Premier and Secretary of the Interior. 
He was hardly less renowned as a philoso- 
pher and literary man. In 1847 he was a 
teacher, and was also the editor of a phil- 
osophical and political review. In 1876 he 
entered the French Academy, in 1880 was a 
member of the Supreme Educational Coun- 
cil, and in 1882 was made permanent Secre- 
tary of the Academy of Moral and Political 
Science. He was also known to the literary 
world by his editions of philosophical works 
and his numerous contributions to peri- 
odicals. Such a man’s place will be hard 
to fill. 


WHY THE PRICE OF SILVER FELL. 

It appears from the official report of the 
Director of the Mint that from 1792 till 
the year 1873, inclusive, being eighty-two 
years in all, the world’s production of gold 
was 3,582 millions and of silver 2,813 mill- 
ions. The gold product was therefore 27 1-3 
percent greater than the silver product. 

During that long period the ratio of silver 
to gold, while varying continually, did so 
within comparatively small limits. That 
was due to the fact that the output of gold 
exceeded that of silver by 769 millions of 
dollars, and the important fact also that 
during that period of eighty-two years, with 
the exception of the last year or two, all the 
nations of Europe save England were coin- 
ing and using silver freely as standard 
money. Some of them had no gold money 
except fugitive foreign pieces, but all of 
them had silver, all they needed or could 
keep. 

The United States, however, was not in 
the silver coining business during the great- 
er part of that period. From 1806, when 
Jefferson suspended silver coinage, to 1836 
the mints did not coin a solitary silver dol- 
lar, and it coined next to none frém 1836 
to 1878, and what little was coined refused 
to circulate. The demand for silver for 
coinage purposes wag quite independent of 
the United States. Othex nations coined 
that metal, but not this country, for small 
During the eleven years, 1874 to 1884, the 
world’s production of gold was 1,142 mill- 
fons and its production of silver 1,042 mill- 
ions. The excess of gold over silver was 
only 9% per cent, as against 27 1-3 per cent 
for the preceding period stated above. The 
coinage of gold in 1884 was $101,700,000 
and of silver $105,500,000. Now, compare 
the coinage of gold and silver in the world 
from 1884 to 1894, inclusive: 
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Totals . os «#1,389,212,000 61.729. 197, 000 
Coinage of silver exceeds gold $339,985, 000. 


The annual output of silver rose from 
71% millions in 1874 to 115 millions in 1883, 
Much of that increase was due to the 
United States which in 1861 produced only 
two million dollars’ worth of silver, but in 
1884 mined fiearly forty-nine million dol- 
lars’ worth of silver. a n 

While the supply of silver was inereasing 
more rapidly than that of gold the European 
demand for it for coinage purposes had sud 
denly ceased after 187475. 

Commencing with the “ crime year 1878,” 
from which all free silverites reckon time 
now, Germany and in swift succession 
Scandinavia, Holland, France, Belgium, 
Italy, and other nations of Europe quit coin- 
ing silver as standard money. When they 
left off coining the United States began it. 
Between 1878 and 1884 it coined nearly 200 
million silver dollars. But it was not 
enough to arrest the slump in the value of 
silver. The commercial ratio, which had 
been on the average 15.92 to 1, fell to 18% 
to 1. 

The following ten years were marked by 
a still heavier production of silver. The 
output of gold for 1884-1894 was 1,287 
millions and of silver 1,623 millions. The 
excess of silver over gold was 27% per cent. 
As compared with the first period of 1792- 
1878 silver and gold production had changed

But the official figures which have been 
given here prove that what Congress did in 
that year had no more influence on the price 
of silver than it had on the rising and the 
setting of the sun. The supply enormously 
increased and the European coinage de- 
mand ceased. An American coinage de- 
mind then began, but it was wholly insuf- 
ficient to keep up the price of silver bullion 
all over the world. This country stuck to 
buying silver till it almost drove its gold 
away, and did bring on a ruinous panic, 
which broke hundreds of banks and thou- 
sands of business-men, and whose calami- 
tous effects are still injuring this country. 

These figures we have adduced are 
crushing. The argument they supply is 
irresistible. There is no answering it, 
The free silverites cannot combat it, and 
they do not venture to try. The effect of 
oversupply on the price is something they 


discuss. 


THREATENINGS OF A VENEZUELAREPORT 
If a contemporary which is generally 
truthful had not furnished the information 
it would ‘be difficult to believe that the gov- 
ernment had been given cause for solicitude 
by the Venezuelan Commission. That body 
has shown a disposition before to give way 
to the impatience of its members and break 
out into a voluminous report. The Presi- 
dent has averted so flagrant a breach of 
diplomatic custom by the exercise of a co- 
ercive policy, and it was supposed he had 
reduced the impetuous Commissioners to a 
blind lethargy that was warranted to await 
the official] call to duty before they would 
try to perform before the public, This con- 
fidence appears to have been unwarranted, 
as the report from Washimgton only too 
plainly shows: 

The earnest hope of the administration that 
some amicable understanding between the United 
States and Great Britain might be reached before 
the American boundary commission makes its 
report is still far from being realized. But for 
the fact that no satisfactory conclusion has been 
reached as a result of the negotiations in the direc- 
tion of arbitration, which have been in progress 
since the commission was appointed. it is prob- 
able that the report of the tribuna) would have 
been concluded ere this or within a few weeks. 

The fact that this commission has been 
on the verge of making a report and that the 
crisis is not yet passed is startling enough, 
but not more so than the revelation of the 
reckless manner in which the fiery gentle- 
men have been misjudged. Here have they 
been “scorching” through all the availa- 
ble maps and books of many hues that could 
be hurried to their official home by the 
fastest ships and struggling with a re- 
straining Executive to burst out into public 
view as a veritable lightning “ arbiter of 
boundary or other disputes, while the un- 
grateful people have been picturing a scene 
of deliberative calm that was destined to 
fade away into nothingness, barren not only 
of report but even of a sizzle. What the 
effect of some utterance from this abode of 
suppressed arbitrators would be could be 
likened only to the eifects of a voice from 
the grave. That President Cleveland has 
succeeded in holding in check these ardent 
offspring of a war scare is a matter of na- 
tional congratulation, and there is room for 
even further rejoicing in this assurance for 
the future: 

As the matter stands now the commission is to 
hie itself to a summer resort to continue its delib- 
erations. during the heated term, and unless some 
amicable agreement is reached between the two 
countries in the meanwhile the probabilities are 
that the final report of the commission will not 
be submitted to the President before autumn. 

Safe until autumn, therefore, seems to 
sum up the situation. The effect of the 
heated term after the commission has hied 
itself to a summer resort is relied on to sub- 
due the rash spirits on the commission who 
have caused the President so muth secret 
apprehension. What may happen after 
that, or in fact at any time when the re- 
laxation of government vigilance shall ha ve 
paved the way, can only be awaited with a 
certain dread and a hope that the public 
may be vouchsafed sufficient preparation 
for the ordeal. It is a tremendous responsi- 
bility to have a Venezuelan Commission, 
especially one that insists on making a re- 


port. 


FREE SILVER DEMOCRATS IN OHIO. 

It is admitted on all hands now that the 
free silver monometallic Democrats will 
have a great majority in the Ohio State con- 
vention. They will carry about every Con- 
Therefore 
the State officers to be nominated this year 
and the candidates for Congress will be 
free silver men. This will not distress the 
Republicans at all. 

In 1898 the Democrats adopted the sound 
money plank of the national platform and 
made their fight on the tariff question. 
They were beaten by 81,000 votes. That 
was discouraging.

In 1803, 
owing to the labors of Senator Brice, the 
Democrats indorsed sound money, and they 


were defeated by 93,000, casting, however, 


58,000 more votes than they did the pre- 
ceding year. | 
In 1896, with all the candidates, national

against sound money men, they will be 
beaten worse than they were in 1894. For 
sound money Democrats, who simply kept 
away from the polls in 1894, believing that 
the party as a whole was sound on the 
money question, will not do that this year, 
but will vote for Republican candidates,

DANGERS TO WOMAN ON THE WHEEL. 

The recent Woman's Congress in Paris 
brought out some strong expressions of 
opinion in favor of the. use of the bicycle 
by women. Thestatement of Mme. Poguon, 
the President, was in harmony with the sen- 
timents of the other delegates and fairly 
epitomizes the arguments in behalf of wom- 
en made in the United States. The women 
of cities, as she says, have a marked ten- 


| dency to grow bloodless from lack of fresh 


air and exercise. The fault is largely their 
own, as they refuse to use ordinary means 


to gain either because there is little amuse- 


ment or entertainment in the process. The 
bicycle, however, is a positive diversion, a 
pleasurable medium for the acquirement of 
these two indispensables of good health, 
To go abroad and breathe the fresh air be- 
comes not only a duty but a temptation. 
As Mme. Poguon points out, the exercise is 
not confined to her muscles alone. 

Among the dominant qualities of the feminine 
mind are a little fear, a little timidity, some in- 
decision, all qualities which help to retard her 
emancipation. Now a bicyclist mounted on her 
wheel must keep out of the way of carriages, 
avoid difficulties, pay attention to turning, and 
other things. It is for her a kind of mental gym- 
nastics which quickly gives her presence of 
mind, promptness of conclusion, which must be 
profitable to her intellectual independence. After 


‘battling with and overcoming her fears as a be- 


ginner the woman sees and realizes that she 
can count upon her own forces and she has more 
confidence in herself, more real independence. 


Mme. Poguon makes another point in the 
fact that the bicycle is an agency in the 
more directly physical emancipation of 
woman. She says: 

Naturally we do not pretend to render woman 
equal to man in vigor and energy; the difference 
of sex is always there, and we well know that 
physically woman will always be the weaker, but 
it is not necessary on that account to create limi- 
tations which shall fatally increase that weak- 
ness, 

There is another side to this question of 
woman’s physica] frailty that is being over- 
looked to the decided detriment of the 
women bicycle riders. The women them- 
selves are underestimating their weakness, 
and in the new found delight of sharing in 
the outings of the husband, brother, or 
friend, they are in danger of taxing their 
strength to the point where permanent in- 
juries will result. The spirit of emulation 
is so assertive that few women can resist 
the temptation to take the same long rides, 
coupled with the same hardships of hills 
and bad roads, that their men companions 
desire to take. The physical forces of even 
the stronger sex are taxed by these ex- 
tended trips, and few women can hope to 
return from them as well as when they 
started out. As Mme. Poguon says, the 
difference of sex is always there,” and this 
fact must be remembered unceasingly if 
the bicycle is not to become a curse instead 
of a great boon to women. Stick to short 
rides, with plenty of rests,” should be the 
motto posted on every woman’s wheel and 
fixed in her mind.

NAVAL MILITIA SEEKS AN ARMORY. 


Reasons for Its Request for a Lake- 
Front Site for Its Evolutions 
and Torpedo Boat Work. 


The officers of the First Battalion of the 
Naval Militia of Illinois have petitioned the 
Mayor and City Council of Chicago for per- 
mission to occupy some portion of the Lake- 
Front Park for the proper housing of their 
boats and for armory purposes. 

In 1804 the War Department authorized the 
State of Illinois to use a portion of the Lake- 
Front for this purpose, the officers of the 
State directed the First Battalion of Naval 
Militia to occupy a site selected for its use, 
and on May 7, 1804, the City Council ordered 
that permission be given to locate the bat- 
tleship Illinois on the lake front about 150 
feet south of Van Buren street and about 
100 feet from shore. 

Under this authority the naval militia pro- 
ceeded to prepare a suitable structure at the 
place mentioned, soon after which the First 
Battalion was mustered out of the service. 
It was then reorganized upon a better basis 
and was mustered into the service of the 
State and is now a substantial and impor- 
tant part of the State militia. 

The officer in command is Lieutenant-Com- 
mander A. A. Michelson, professor of physics 
at the University of Chicago, and a graduate 
of the United States Naval Academy at 
Annapolis. He served in the navy seven 
years, a portion of the time as instructor 
at the Naval Academy. He then resigned 
in order to pursue his scientific investiga- 
tions, which were of so important a charac- 
ter that he was employed by the French 
Government to conduct elaborate experi- 
ments for the purpose of determining upon 
the best natural unit to be used as the 
standard for the metric system. 

The eight principal officers were all edu- 
cated at the United States Naval Acad- 
emy. Lieutenant-Commander E. M. Sted- 
man, who is a retired naval officer, 
has been selected as the commander 
of the two battalions of naval militia au- 
thorized by law. His staff consists of such 
men as Charles Counselman, R. 8. Critchell, 
Charles Deering, and others equally well 
known. 

A civil association has been organized 
to supplement the active force of the naval 
militia and to control and direct its financial 
interests. The President is ex-Judge Sam- 
vel P. McConnell; Vice-President, Alexan- 
der J. Jones; Secretary Charles 8. Thorn- 
ton; Treasurer, Edward F. Lawrence. 

The importance and necessity of a naval 
reserve is fully realized by the old naval 
officers, who felt so keenly the difficulties 
experienced at the outbreak of the re- 
bellion, resulting from a lack of prepara- 
tion for the emergencies of warfare. All of 
the principal nations of the world maintain 
naval reserves in addition to their active 
naval forces. The naval reserve of Great 
Britain is larger than. the entire United 
States navy. 

The hope of the naval militia is now that 
the municipal officers and the City Council 
will do all in, their power to aid the trained 
officers of the militia in carrying out their 
plans for trained torpedo engineers and 
torpedo boat crews, and will at once furnish 
them with the necessary location for their 
boats and apparatus. 


LI HUNG CHANG’S NEW COFFIN,. 


Made from a Solid Tree of Mahogany, 
Bound with Brass. 

Li Hung Chang’s coffin arrived in London, 
and a few curious visitors have been allowed 
to inspect the grewsome ‘last resting place 
of the great Chinese at the Albert dock. 
The famous. Viceroy, with admirable good 
taste, refrained from taking the great casket 


to Moscow with him, because its presence 


would be too suggestive among the gay 
scenes of the coronation. 

No doubt is felt also that he is more likely 
to have use for the big box in solemn London, 
which he will’visit later, than in the festive 
capital of the Czar’s dominions. It may be 
interesting to note that the massive casket 
is of the heaviest mahogany, cut from a 
single tree trunk.

The claspings are hingeless, being roughly 
cast to fit the coffin shell. It is tightly closed, 
but its contents are said to be forty suits 
of clothing for elysian use, an opium pipe, 
and a piece of gold to pay the ferryman.

REFUSES TO HEAR O’BRIEN’S CASE. 


Judge Chetiain Says He Cannot Now 
Take Up Criminal Matters. 

The attarney for Michael J. O’Brien, whose 
case was Called before Judge Stein yester- 
day, asked for a change of venue to Judge 
Chetlain. 

Judge Chetlain, however, refused to hear 
the case. His Honor said he was sitting as 
a Superior Court Judge and had a large 
amount of business arranged for his call. 
Under these circumstances he could not 
take up a criminal case, especially one that 
is likely to require a month or more in its 
trial. 

The defense yesterday afternoon filed no- 
tice upon the State's-Attorney that a mo- 
tion would be filed this morning in Judge 
Windes’ court asking for a continuance of 
the case, together with an agreement as to 
what Judge it would be tried before.

ED PARDRIDGE’S WILL TURNS UP 


Provides That His Estate Shall Be Dis- 
tributed According to Law. 

The will of Edward Pardridge, the million- 
aire Board of Trade operator, was admitted 
to probate yesterday by Judge Kohleaat. 
The appearance of this document created 
some surprise, as it was generally supposed 
Mr. Pardridge died intestate, letters of ad- 
ministration being granted to his widow, 
Sarah Pardridge, shortly after her hus- 
band’s death. 

The will does not make different disposi- 
tion of the property than would have been 
made under the letters of administration, 
providing that the estate shall be distributed 
according to law. The instrument, although 
without a date, was executed Aug. 4, 1804, 
and is witnessed by Attorney R. W. Leeming 
and Myron W. Whittemore. 

R. W. Leeming is made executor without 
bond. He filed a renunciation of his office 
as executor in cou and letters of ad- 
ministration with the will annexed were 
issued to Mrs. Pardridge.

WOES OF LAWYER PETTIS. 


THROWN OFF A STRET CAR AND 
LUGGED AWAY BY A POLICEMAN. 


He Explains Having Justifiable Trou- 
ble with a Chicago and Calumet 
Conductor in an Endeavor to Pre- 
vent Injury te His Children, 
Wherefore He Was Ejected, Arrest- 
ed, Bailed by a Stranger, and Must 
Stand Trial in a Hyde Park Court. 

William Pettis, an attorney who resides at 
the Lorraine, Thirty-sixth street and Ellis 
avenue, was forcibly ejected from a Windsor 
Park car of the Chicago and Calumet elec- 
tric line, arrested, made to walk to a police 
station, searched, and only allowed to go 
on bail, which a sympathizing stranger sup- 
plied. 

He will have to stand trial this morning be- 
fore Justice Clark at the Hyde Park police 
court on a charge of disorderly conduct. 

On account of all which Attorney Pettis is 
indignant to a degree. He also says that 
hereafter he will pay special attention to 
the cases of his clients who complain of rude 
treatment by street railway employés. 

Mr. Pettis yesterday told the story of his 
indignities and what led up to them as fol- 
lows: 

Myself and my two boys, one 6, the other 
8 years old, were coming. home from the 
park early Saturday evening on Windsor 
Park car No. 116. The car was crowded 
and I put the smaller child on the small 
railing on the side of the car and stood with 
one arm around him to keep him from fall- 
ing, at the same time holding the elder boy 
with the other hand. 


Trouble with Conductor. 

“The conductor, who gave his name as 
Chauncey P. Staines, in collecting fares, 
passed in front of me, which made it almost 
impossible for me to kéep my hold on my 
younger child. I asked the conductor to 
step behind me, as there was plenty of.room. 
This he refused to do and threatened to put 
me off the car if I didn’t get off the platform. 

There were no seats and the aisles were 
crowded, so I staid on and told the con- 
ductor I would report him for his impudence 
and took his number, which was 42. He be- 
came extremely angry at this and again 
ordered me to get off or be put off. I said I 
would like to see him put me off. 

“The car stopped and then something 
which I thought might be a cyclone struck 
me in the back of my neck, and a policeman 
commenced jerking me over the ground to 
the patrol box. A German named Goecker 
took charge of the sobbing children and fol- 
lowed? us. The policeman only allowed me 
time enough to get the name of one witness 
—L. M. Ferris of Windsor Park. 

“When he was about to call the patrol 
wagon I told him it was useless trouble, for, 
as he had no cause for arresting me, the ar- 
rest was illegal, and I would not ride in a 
patrol wagon. . 


In a Policeman’s Hands. 


He then began jerking: me towards the 
police station in Seventy-sixth street. I 
asked him to let me attend to sending my 
children home, but he refused, and the ob- 
liging German again carried them after us. 
When I asked the policeman, whose name is 
William Simmons, if he knew for what he 
Was arresting me he replied that if a police- 
man did not arrest a man at a conductor's 
request in a half hour the Superintendent 
of the street car company would file a com- 
plaint, and the policeman would be fired. 

At the police station I objected to their 
searching me, but in the end I was forced to 
submit to this added indignity. I gratefully 
accepted the old German’s offer to sign my 
bond, and after being told that my case 
would be tried before Justice Clark at the 
Hyde Park Police Station I went home. 
I have employed John F. Geeting of Geeting 
& Novak to defend me at my trial.“

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TO SEEK NEW CHARTER. 


MERCHANTS’ LOAN AND TRUST TO 
REORGANIZE SHORTLY. 


— 


Now Operating Under a Special Char- 
ter Granted in 1857, Having Eleven 
Years to Run—Will Probably Ask 
Charter Under New State Banking 
Act—Chicage Edison Stockholders 
Authorize a 66,000, 000 Mortgage— 
Local Stocks Dull. 

The Merchants’ Loan and Trust company, 
which operates under a special charter 
granted by the State Legislature in 1857, 
will probably be reorganized under the new 
banking law of Illinois. The charter of the 
Merchants’ Loan and Trust company has 
a little more than ten years to run, expir- 
ing in 1907. The trustees of the bank believe 
the short time left of the life of the charter 
must soon cause the bank to suffer, in the 
trust department particularly, unless some 
reorganization plan is adopted, Asa result 
a circular has been sent to stockholders of 
the bank asking their views regarding reor- 
ganization. The stockholders are asked to 
notify the trustees of their desire to have 
made such changes of organization as will 
best accomplish the results aimed at. The 
trustees of the Merchants’ Loan and Trust 
company are as follows: John W. Doane, 
Marshall Field, Lambert Tree, Cyrus H. 
McCormick, Erskine M. Phelps, E. T. Wat- 
kins, John Tyrrell, George M. Pullman, Al- 
bert Keep, A. H. Burley, John De Koven, 
P. L. Yoe, and Orson Smith. John W. Doane 
is President and Orson Smith Vice-Presi- 
dent. In the circular. the trustees say: 

As, after the expiration. of the special 
charter granted to the Merchants’ Loan and 
Trust company, which will occur in 1907, no 
special charters can, under the present Con- 
stitution, be renewed, and it would, there- 
fore, in any event, be necessary, in order 
to preserve and carry on its large, 
profitable, and increasing business, that 
the bank should be reorganized under 
the general banking laws, the ques- 
tion has been under discussion at re- 
cent meetings of the Board of Trustees as 
to whether it would not be very much more 
to the interest of the stockholders that steps 
should be taken at once to effect this end, 
instead of awaiting the termination of the 
lifetime of the charter. 

Reorganization Is a Necessity. 

“Tt is believed by the trustees that the 
short time left of the life of the charter must 
very soon cause the bank to suffer in its 


trust department, and even in the 
growth of its general business, which, 
ever since its organization, has been 
always so steady and satisfactory, unless 
some reorganization shall be adopted that 
Will put at rest any questions as to the 
period of the duration of the charter of the 
bank. 

“The subject has indeed been for some 
months under consideration by the officers 
and trustees of the company, and ite general 
counsel has been consulted for the purpqwe 
of ascertaining whether some way could 
devised, under existing laws, whereby “me 
enviable reputation of the company and 
good will of its business could be substan- 
tially secured to its stockholders for an ex- 
tended term; and after careful examination, 
it is now believed and confidently advised 
that this can be accomplished by making 
use of the provisions of the new banking 
law of Illinois.” 

The Merchants’ Loan and Trust company 

operates one of the principal banks of Chi- 
cago in addition to running a trust depart- 
ment. The last report of the bank showed 
deposits amounting to $11,191,364, and loans 
7 discounts of $9,682,880. The capital stock 

s $2,000,000, and the bank has a surplus 
3 of $1,000,000, and at the time of the 
last report there were undivided profits 
amounting to $797,805. 


Authorize the 86,000,000 Mortgage. 


The annual meeting of the Chicago Etison 
company was held yesterday and the stock- 
holders voted authority to the directors to 
make a $6,000,000 mortgage covering the 
entire property owned by the company to 
secure bonds in that amount. bearing 5 per 
cent interest. These bonds are to be issued 
at the pleasure of the directors, and Presi- 
dent Samuel Insull*explained the use to 
which the money is to be put which will be 
obtained from the sale of these bonds. Itis 
intended to fund all present outstanding ob- 
ligations, which include $2,195,000 6 per cent 
debentures, $130,300 6 per cent first mort- 
gage bonds of the Chicago Edison commpany, 
$125,000 first mortgage 6 per cent bonds of 
the Chicago Warehouse and Manufacturing 
company, and $53,000 of 6 per cent purchase 
money notes isued by the Chicago Edison 
company, making a total of $2,508,300. The 
floating debt of the company at the present 
time is in the neighborhood of $250,000. The 
company has plans for some extensive im- 
provements, particularly in the way of un- 
derground conduits and wires which will 
take several years to entirely execute. There 
will be expended during the prement year 
about $600,000 in extensions and  better- 
ments. 

Mr. Insull made his annual report showin 
the condition of the company and telling o 
the future prospects of the corporation. 
There has been an increase in the net earn- 
ings of from 8 to 80 per cent during the vari- 
ous months of the last year as compared 
with corresponding months in the preced- 
ing year, making the net earnings at the 
present time applicable to the dividends a 
fraction over 9 per cent upon the capital 
stock. The following directogg were re- 
elected for the ensuing year: ward L. 
Brewster, R. C. Clowrx, John W. Doane, 
F. 8. Gorton, Robert T. Lingoln, Joseph 
Leiter, John J. Mitchell, E. M. Phelps, Byron 
L. Smith, A, F. Seeberger. A. A. Sprague, 
and Lambert Tree. There wag no opposi- 
tionto the directory or to the proposition to 
offer new bonds, There was represented at 
the meeting 32,044 shares by proxy and 5,644 
in person, making a total of 88,088 shares out 
of the total of 40,359.

AID FOR THE RAILROADS. 


NORTHERN PACIFIC REORGANIZA- 
TION RESOLUTION IS PASSED. .

Representative Connolly’s Measure of 
Relief, Amended to Give Actual Set- 
tlers the Right te Purchase Agri- 
cultural Lands Within the Corpo- 
ration’s Grant, Is Adopted by the 
House—Provisiens for Foreclosure 
Importance of the Military Line. 

Washington, D. C., June 8.—([Special.}— 
With a view to facilitating the reorganiza- 
tion of the Northern Pacific railway com- 
pany the House today by a vote of 150 to 55 
passed a joint resolution introducéd by Rep- 
resentative Connolly of Illinois. This bill was 
referred to the Judiciary committee, which 
submitted a favorable report, in which 
among other features actual settlers are 
given the right to purchase at $2.50 per acre 
agricultural lands within the grant of this 
railroad corporation. Provision is made 
preventing this company or its successor 
from giving control of its railroad to any 
company owning a parallel or competing 
rallroad. 

Attention is called to the fact that by virtue 
of laws passed in 1869 and 1870 this company 
executed mortgages on all its property and 
franchises as a corporation. Proceedings 
for the foreclosure of some of these mort- 
gages are now pending in all the Federal 
judicial districts through which the road 
and its branches run, and decrees for sale 
have been entered. A plan has been formed 
by the mortgage creditors to purchase t 
property at the judicial sale iw satisfaction o 
their respective claims and keep the road 
and its branches in operation. To do this 
they desire a charter from Congress under 
which they can exist and operate the road 
as a Federal corporation. Under the pres- 
ent charter the Northern Pacific is a mili- 
tary and mail route of the United States, and 
it is believed the land grants heretofore 
given to it and which are said to be covered 
by mortgages now being foreclosed can be 
more effectually protected for the use of the 
actual settlers for whose benefit these lands 
were placed in trust with the railway com- 
pany by retaining Federal control over the 
new company. 


Had Power to Mortgage. 


This company by a joint resolution of Ma 
81, 1870, became empowered to mortgage 
its property and rights of property and its 
franchise to be a corporation. In recom- 
mending the passage of the bill the Com- 
mittee on the Judiciary says: 

“This is a transcontinental line giving 
direct communication with our Northwest- 
ern States and the navigable waters of our 
northwestern boundary. In time of peace 
it amounts to no more than any other rafl- 
road, but in time of war with a foreign na- 
tion it, in importance, is beyond calcula- 
tion. In the resolution which. empowered 
the company to mortgage its property au- 
thority was given for the location and con- 
struction of an additional main line to Puget 
Sound by the valley of the Columbia River, 
together with a branch from its main lines 
across the Cascade Mountains to Puget 
Sound. Under a Federal charter, with 
proper limitations, it can be held ready al- 
ways for any emergency that the future 
may bring much more completely than if 
it were allowed to pass into private owner- 
ship under State charters.“ 

By the terms of the bill, as it passed the 
House today, authority is given from time 
to time to issue bonds secured by mortgages, 
subject to all existing obligations of the 
Northern Pacific company to the United 
States, on its tangible property and fran- 
chises, or otherwise, not exceeding in the 
aggregate $190,000,000 and $25,000 additional 
a mile for railroads hereafter construct 
Interest on any of the bonds shall not ex- 
ceed 4 per cent per annum and stocks pre- 
ferred or common not exceeding in the ag- 
gregate $155,000, of which not exceed- 
ing $75,000,000 may be preferred. 

Plans for Foreclesure Sales. 


Purchasers of the railroad property of the 
Northern Pacific railroad company, which 
may at any time hereafter be sold at fore- 
closure sale, may organize anew by filing in 
the office of the Secretary of the Interior 
and with the Secretary of State of each State 
through which the Northern Pacific railroad 
may run a copy of the deed conveying the 
railroad and a 9 of any plan of reorgani- 
zation adopted by the purchasers. Upon 
filing such certificate these purchasers shall 
possess the franchise to be a corporation 
with the same limitations and powers as the 
Northern Pacific railroad company and shall 
be subject to all the obligations and duties 
heretofore imposed by Congress on the com- 
pany, and may acquire and hold any pro 
erty and branches of the Northern Pacific 
railroad company. Nothing in the bill, —. 
ever, shall be held to revive any right here- 
tofore forfeited by the Northern Pacific raſl- 
road company, or extend to purchasers at 
the foreclosure sale any other or different 
rights than those heretofore granted to the 
Northern Pacific railroad company. All 
debts, demands, and liabilities due or owing 
by the Northern Pacific railroad company 
shall be paid by the reorganized company, 
and judgments rendered against the receiver 
of the Northern Pacific railroad company 
shall have full force and effect against the 
reorganized wT oe and be a prior lien on 
the property of the reorganized company. 


CHICAGO-ST. PAUL FREIGHT WAR. 


May Be Renewed as Result of Settle- 
ment with Car Ferry Company. 

Danger exists of a reinauguration 6f the 
freight rate war between Chicago and St. 
Paul. The settlement with the Car Ferry 
company, whereby the latter is allowed to 
make a small differential below the rates 
charged by the all-rail lines, is only à tem- 
porary one, and difficulties are likély to 
arise which'may upset the whole arrange- 
ment. 

The railroads are not disposed to formally 
concede differentials to the ferry company, 
because a dangerous precedent might be set. 
Notice has already been given by the Grand 
Rapids and Indiana railroad that any dif- 
ferentials the railroads might recognize in 
favor of the ferry company would be 
claimed by it, via Mackinaw. The idea of 
differentials to a line claiming to be inferior 
or laboring under disabilities is repugnant 
to Western ideas, no precedent therefor 
having been established west of Chicago or 
St. Louis. 

The differential rates which the Chicago- 
St. Paul lines have agreed to allow the Car 
Ferry to make are as follows: First class, 
5 cents; second, 4 cents; third, 8 cents: 
fourth, 2 cents; fifth, 1 8 and nothing on 
carload classes A, B, C, D, and E. 

This arrangement is to hold good until 
Aug. 15 next. In the event, however, the 
Car Ferry reduces rates below the above 
differentials or in the event the other Chi- 
cago-St. Paul lines reduce rates below the 
all-rall rates, or if any other disturbance in 
rates is caused by any of the parties in 
interest, then the agreement will terminate, 
EAST-BOUND SHIPMENTS IMPROVE. 
Material Increase in Tonnage Both by 

All-Rail and Lake Lines. 

There was an improvement in east-bound 
freight shipments from Chicago last week. 
Through shipments by the all-rail lines in- 
creased nearly 8,000 tons over those of the 
week previous, and shipments by the lake 
lines made a gain of over 82,000 tons. Traf- 
fic officials assert they are maintaining tariff 
rates and claim the improvement is due to 
natural causes, and they look for better 
business hereafter. 

Through shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 


roads last week amounted to 43,109 tons, 
against 36,4056 tons for the week previous 
and 28,969 tons for the correspo week 
last year.

SCHEME OF CONSULS 10 GET FEES. 


Marshall Field Criticises the Treasury 
Department Ruling in the Mat- 
ter of Goods Bought Abroad. 


Marshall Field does not have a high opin- 
fon of the ruling of the Treasury Depart- 
ment in the matter of consulating goods 
bought abroad for imporxtation. He thinks 
the order requiring all purchases to be in- 
voiced at the place of manufatcure a mis- 
take and a detriment to the merchants and 
to the government. As he regards it, it is a 
measures for which disgruntled Consuls 
are responsible. 
„We have not asked for a modification,“ 
said he, yesterday, we merely asked for 
the continuance of the system that has been 
in practice for more than twenty-five years 
and to which thefe cannot be the slightest 
objection. During all this time there has 
never been the least trouble except during 
President Cleveland’s former administra- 
tion. Some of the Consuls in the smaller 
places made an effort to get the system 
changed, whereby they would get more fees, 
and rulings went out to that effect. But as 
soon as the State Department, Mr. Bayard 
being Secretary of State, understood the 
situation the order was revoked. 
We and the representative importing 
houses have established branches in the 
principal dry goods centers abroad for the 
purpose of buying, shipping, and paying for 
our goods, and have for twenty-five years 
with the full knowledge and consent of the 
government consolidated our invoices and 
shipments as a matter of convenience. 
The law provides that all invoices must 


are manufatcured or purchased, ag the case 
may be, and that the prices must be the 
market value in the principal markets of 
the cquntry whence exported. 
“As all orders for our British goods 
emanate from our Manchester office and are 
mostly purchased and paid for there, we 
claim that may fairly be regarded as the 
place of purchase. 
What brought about the trouble? The 
Consuls at Belfast and elsewhere. With 
them it is a question of fees. When invoices 
are consolidated it reduces their fees. This 
is all there is in it.“

He is then in a good frame of mind to in- 
vestigate the merits of a purse which cannot 
get lost. 
The device consists in two strong bands 
attached to the purse, which are to be 
clasped around the wrist. When needed the 
purse can be pulled down into the hand with- 
out removing the hands. 
“If we find the purse you will be notified

IMPORTANT EVIDENCE SUBMITTED 
TO THE STATE’S-ATTORNEY. 


Hands—Some of the Dealers Quietly 
Buying a Controlling Interest in 
Order to Freese Out the Little Fel- 
lows—Prices Are to Be Raised to 
One Dollar During June. « 
Some of the dealers who were taken into 
the ice trust have talked too much and have 
plunged into trouble. Evidence was dis- 
closed yesterday which proves conclusively 
the existence of the combine. 
Certain facts were placed in the posses- 
sion of the State’s-Attorney’s office which 
not only prove that the combination exists, 
but tend to show there fs a prospect of a 
combine within a combine. | 
It is said the larger dealers in the trust are 
preparing to freeze out the smaller deal- 
ers, after having used them as so many tools 
in the conspiracy to rob the public. Some of 
the ice men who turned over their plants to 
the trust and agreed to be bound by the 
rules and regulations have become sus- 
picious and a climax is approaching. Per- 
haps before the grand jury meets the com- 
bine will go to pieces through internal dis- 
sension. ° 
The officials of the trust, it is said, are pre- 
paring for an attempt to quiet the feeling 
of dissatisfaction by making another big ad- 
vance in prices. The President of one of the 
large concerns says the price of ice for do- 
mestic use will reach §1 a hundred pounds 
before July 1. 
In spite of all efforts to keep the combine 
intact some of the interested firms have 
shown signs of weakness. Certain men have 
practically offered to tell all they Know on 
condition that they are not indicted with the 
rest by the next grand jury. 


Reveals Some Inside Facts. 


A friend of one of the dealers in the trust 
who has grown tired of his bargain gave out 
a number of unpublished facts yesterday in 
connection with the formation and internal 
workings of the trust. He says he will give 
the name of the dealer to the State’s-Attor- 
ney on consideration that the testimony is 
not used against the informer. 
The first meeting of the ice dealers with a 
view toward the formation of the monopoly 
was held in March at a certain down-town 
office. The first plan suggested was con- 
demned as dangerous from a legal stand- 
point by the attorneys employed to pass 
upon it. 
Frequent meetings were held and, under 
the direction of able lawyers and some of the 
oldest dealers in the city, the present or- 
ganization was finally perfected. It is the 
boast of the dealers that the law cannot 
touch their scheme. The price was not 
agreed upon until May 10, and the dealers are 
all under bond not to undersell the schedule. 
Some of them, however, give rebates to 
old customers where they are not afraid of 
the fact becoming known to the trust mana- 
gers. 

Freezing Out the “ Little Fellows.” 


Every dealer who entered the combine 
turned over his entire plant or plants to the 
general pool. The basis of value was fixed 
by an inventory of the plants and stock. 
The trust bought everything, paying in 
stock. 
It is said a few of the larger dealers are 
now engaged in quietly buying up the con- 
trolling interest of the stock with a view of 
crowding. the little fellows” out of the 
business. 
Among the men most active in the work 
of organization was an individual known 
to the dealers only as Mr. Reid.“ The 
same man was introduced to other dealers 
as Mr. Smith,“ and to others as Mr.
